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The Headmaster’s Message 


“‘There is a tide in the affairs of men, 


Which taken at the flood, leads on to fortune;”’ 
(Shakespeare - ‘Julius Caesar’) 


| cannot begin to count the number of occasions during the last sixteen years that parents have asked me the question - “But, where will he go after Grade 
10?”; and from numerous conversations with the boys themselves | know that in many, many cases outward bravado conceals an inner desire to continue 
for their last two years of high school among tried friends and values. Certainly, there is the strong desire of the teenager for change and for acknowledgment 
of their status as young adults, but there still lurks the comfort of familiarity. 

At last, our amalgamation with Norfolk House answers that question. Indeed, it prevents it from being asked because we can now provide a complete pre- 
University training within a consistent educational philosophy. What is more, we have a system rare in Canada and unique in British Columbia. Our retention 
of single-sex classes in Grades 1-8, with coeducational classes in Grades 9-12, will allow us to retain those standards and traditions which have developed 
over the years and at the same time provide the change and challenge which is necessary for the full development of potential in the adolescent. Research 
on how the brain develops points more and more to the idea that boys and girls learn efficiently at different ages and in different ways in their elementary 
years with a levelling of achievement in the high school grades. We are in a magnificent position to take full advantage of this research. 

As far as our Glenlyon campus is concerned, this form of amalgamation will cause only minor changes in the daily lives of our students. The positions 
of responsibility will be carried by boys one grade lower - as they were when | first came to Glenlyon before grade 10 was added - but | see no reason why 
the standards and traditions built up over the years should not continue. Where we shall gain so tremendously is in the knowledge that we are not alone. 
Brothers have sisters, husbands have wives, and we shall be the stronger for our counterparts on the Norfolk Campus. 

Amalgamation is similar to marriage in many respects. Two schools with similar aims, values and backgrounds have come together after a long courtship. 
They are totally committed to the support of each other, to the sharing of their assets, to mutual planning for the future, and, like all newlyweds, they look 
ahead with joy and confidence. However, one must also remember the cliche that a happy marriage is made only by hard work. As we seek to merge the 
academic programmes, the staffs and the administrative processes of two proud schools, we must be constantly aware that this will need patience, understanding 
and unselfishness.

Trip To Japan 


Twenty-one students, led by Mr. Crawford and accompanied by Mr. and Mrs. 
Walker, spent the Spring Break in a fantastic visit to Japan. After being present 
at the Graduation Ceremony of the Gr. 9 students of Setagaya Gakuen, who 
stayed with us last Fall, we toured Tokyo, Hakone, Kyoto and Nara, before retur- 
ning to Tokyo where the boys had a two-day homestay with each of two Japanese 
families. Our reception was generous to the extreme. We visited Buddhist Temples, 
Shinto Shrines, Imperial Gardens, the Toshiba Research Centre, a Nissan robotic 
plant, and, of course, shops! The opportunity to be part of another culture was 
of enormous value to us all, and this visit will become a regular feature of an 
“Asian Studies’’ programme to be set up in the senior school in 1987. Our 
visit was, apparently, the first genuine school exchange between Canada and 
Japan - rather than just a ‘‘tour’’ - and the strong wish of Japan to promote this 
type of exchange was shown in the great personal help from the President of 
the Canada-Japan Society, and in a letter to Glenlyon signed by the Prime Minister 
of Japan! Our thanks to Mr. Crawford for his enthusiastic leadership. 


Sadako Sasaki and the 
Thousand Paper Cranes 


In Mr. Crawford’s room there are a thousand paper cranes hanging from the 
roof. Everyone of them was made by a student at Setagaya-Gakuen in Japan. 

The story starts with Sadako Sasaki who died at the age of twelve. She was 
two when an Atom bomb was dropped on her city of Hiroshima where she lived 
with her family. Ten years later, she had leukemia because of the radiation. 

Chizuko came to visit her friend Sadako in the hospital. She had a piece of 
gold paper that she had cut into a large square. 

“‘Watch!”’ she said, and she folded the paper over and over, and it turned into 
a beautiful crane. 

“If a sick person folds one thousand paper cranes,’ Chizuko said, ‘‘the gods 
will grant her wish and make her better.’’ The girl handed the crane to Saddako. 
“Here is your first one.”’ 

Sadako had folded six hundred and forty-four cranes when she became too 
weak to fold any more; then she died. 

Her classmates folded the remaining three hundred and fifty-six so that one 
thousand cranes were buried with Sadako. In a way, she got her wish. She will 
live on in the hearts of children for a long time. 

After the funeral, Sadako’s class collected her letters and published them in 
a book that they had named after the doll they had given her in the hospital. 
It was called Kokeshi. They sent the book around Japan and soon everyone knew 
about the story. 

Sadako’s friends began to dream of building a statue in her honour and to 
all the rest of the children killed by the Atom bomb. Children throughout the 
country began to collect money for the project. By 1958 the statue was unveil- 
ed in the Hiroshima Peace Park. There is Sadako, standing on top of a granite 
mountain of paradise. She is holding a golden crane in her outstretched hands. 

A folding crane club was organized in her honour. Members still place thousands 
of paper cranes beneath Sadako’s statue on August 6th - Peace Day. They make 
a wish too. Their wish is engraved on the base of the statue: 

This is our cry, 
this is our prayer: 
peace to the world.

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Mary Shelley’s 
Frankenstein 


Mary Shelley began writing Frankenstein in 1816, while she and Shelley 
were in Italy visiting Lord Byron. She sub-titled her story ‘“‘The Modern 
Prometheus’, and this is an essential clue to the meaning of the story. 

Modern movies and comic strips have presented this sad and powerful tale 
as the ghoulish and sensational story of a mad scientist and his gigantic, square- 
headed monster who terrorizes and horrifies all he meets. This was not Mary 
Shelley’s intent and it is not seen in Victor Gialenella’s adaptation of her novel. 

Prometheus, the Titan god of Hesiod’s Theogony and other Greek myths 
and plays, was a powerful and well-meaning deity who committed various prideful 
acts. He was condemned by the Olympian race of gods - Zeus in particular - 
and, according to one of the myths, chained to a rock for his sins. 

Victor Frankenstein, the scientist, is the Prometheus of this play. His experiments 
with human beings call into question the very definition of the word ‘human’. 
Frankenstein’s friend, Henry Clerval, tries to force him to consider the possible 
consequences of his actions, but the lure of discovery is too much for the young 
scientist. As a result of his unwillingness to check his impulses, he and his family 
meet with terrible disaster, and we are left with a poignant recognition of the suf- 
fering of the being he has created.

This was a new experience for all 
which proved to be very challenging as one had to feel ones way along the trail 
using feet only. 

Next morning, up bright and early, for a seven o’clock breakfast after which 
we were down at the water again trying to learn the basics of canoeing. This 
was in preparation for the overnight trip which would start the next morning. 
We canoed all morning, visiting an island in the centre of the lake. 

After lunch the group walked up to some bluffs just behind the lodge to do 
some rock climbing and rapelling. We returned to the lodge to plan the follow- 
ing days trip on the lake to Wolf River. 

We were lucky to have calm weather with no wind the following morning, so 
we loaded the canoes and set off on the seven mile journey to Wolf River, stop- 
ping at an island on the lake for a sedate lunch. We arrived at our destination 
shortly after one o’clock in the afternoon and spent the rest of the afternoon set- 
ting up the camp and collecting wood for the fire. The evening meal was tuna 
casserole which actually tasted better than it sounded.

This could only be described as a commando style set up, 
involving a great deal of teamwork. The whole team had to cross obstacles us- 
ing ropes and climb over a twelve foot high wall as well as many more balancing 
pieces of apparatus. The two most enjoyable pieces were the Pampa Pole and 
the Zipper Line. The Pampa Pole, which was completed successfully by half our 
group, consisted of standing on a three inch wide platform, nailed to a tree about 
twenty feet up in the air, and jumping across to a trapeze that was suspended 
at knee height about eight feet away. Even though each person was attached 
to a safety harness it was very difficult to let go of the tree and reach for the trapeze. 
Gareth Wynne was the first to complete the jump and soon others were to follow. 

The Zipper Line was another great experience. Leaping off a high platform 
and then being caught by a pulley and hurtled down a wire was great fun even 
if it felt as if you had left your stomach behind!
